venge” ~ lied for extra precautions, 
said nazi spokesmen. 

A reliable source said that Chan- 
cellor Hitler barely escaped assassina- 
tion at the hands of Ernst Heines, 
mutinous storm troop leader, when 
Hitler raided Ernst Roehm’s home at 
Munich. 

An aide shot down Heines as the 
latter made for Hitler with a revolv- 
er. said this informant. 

Minister of Economics Schmitt was 
given extraordinary powers to enforce 
nazi “home products” policies in in- 
dustry as the economic problems be- 
came acute. 

Aroused by the prospect of heing 
forced to use substitutes on a basis 
approaching war time many Germans 
began to hoard food and clothing. 

Victor Lutze, new storm troop com- 
mander, confirmed partially plans to 
reduce the size of the organization. 

An aide of President Paul Von Hin- 
denburg denounced as ‘“‘absurd” a re- 
port that the president had taken a 
rejuvenation treatment. 

The number of persons known to 
have been killed in Munich rose as 
20 were accounted for against an of- 
ficial announcement that there were 
seven.

TAXES MAY FORCE 
AMERICAN FIRMS 
T0 LEAVE FRANCE 


Treaty, Signed in 1932 To 
Cancel Law, Pushed 
Aside at Each Meeting 
of Parliament. 


PARIS, July 6.—(4)—The prospect 
of being called upon to pay excess 
taxes, estimated to aggregate $100,- 
000,000, executive of American firms 
doing business in France gave serious 
consideration of quitting the country 
as parliament adjourned today with- 
out ratifying the anti-double taxation 
treaty. 

The taxes represent a levy on divi- 
dends of American firms estimated to 


result from their business in France, 
but many firms have not been paying 
them and there has been no effort at 
collection for seveal years. 

A spokesman for American interests 
said that some concerns already are 
speaking of leaving the cofintry and of 
the possibility of retaliation in event 
efforts are made to collect the taxes 
now due. 

The action of a committee of the 
chamber of deputies in holding ratifi- 


cation of the treaty with an intima- 
tion that the matter would con- 
nected with war debts indicate] that 
Franco-American trade may be affect- 
ed by the tax issue. 

The treaty, under which France 
agreed to abolish the double taxes, 
was signed in April, 1932, but has 
been pushed aside each time when it 


has been brought up for anplication. 


Germain Martin. minister of the 
treasury, promised on July 4 to make 
an effort to get the ratification ap- 
proved, but the Doumergue govern- 
ment failed to make it a matter of 
urgent business. 

Persons connected with the move- 
ment in behalf of the treaty regarded 
it as unlikely that the matter will be 


reconrenes in October. 


OFFICIAL COMMENT 
WITHHELD ON SITUATION 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—(#)—0Of- 
ficial comment was withheld at the 
state department tonight on whether 
or what weapon the United States 
might wield against France if that 
nation presses for collection of $100,- 
000,000 of taxes from American firms. 

Neither was there immediate com- 
ment on word that action had been 
deliberately withheld on the treaty so 
as to have a bargaining weapon in 
war debts revision and to secure 
favor in a new trade agreement with 
the United States.

FRANCE WILL GET 


DEFENSIVE PACT 


British Will Assure Paris 
of Continued Support of 
Locarno and Offer Mili- 
tary Collaboration.

LONDON, July 6.—(/)—Military 
collaboration of a technical nature in 
liew of a Franco-British defense al- 
liance emerged today as a possible an- 
swer to French attempts to gain se- 
curity guarantees. 

The Associated Press was informed 
that France and Great Britain al- 
ready have exchanged private views 
on the matter. 

French Foreign Minister Louis Bar- 
thou will raise the point officially 
next week on his visit to join in pre- 
liminary naval conferencec onversa- 
tions, and expects to carry home a 
formal affirmative reply... 

Barthou also will ask the Birtish to 
state formally whether they still stand 
by all that the Locarno pact implies, 
and the British will make an affirma- 
tive reply. 

No Alliance Sought. 

France has not asked and does not 
expect, it was learned, any sort of 
political defense alliance with Great 
Britain, not because the French do not 
want it, but because months ago 
Britain plainly informed Paris that 
the Locarno pact was the only one 
to which she wished to adhere. 

Acting Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin told the house of commons 
today bluntly that Great Britain has 
no intention of making such a defen- 
sive alliance. 

He had been questioned by members 
of parliament concerning the signifi- 
cance of the visit here of General 
Maxime Weygand, head of the French 
army, and a tour of French battle-

Visit Instructional. 


Baldwin said the visit of Lord Hail-| 


sham, secretary of war, to France, 
“was without any political implica- 
tions and was undertaken in corinec- 
tidn With an instructional] tour of the 
battléfields of the late war made by 
seven of our officers as a matter of 
interest. Such tours have taken 
place on more than one occasion in the 
past.” 

But an informant closed to inner 
British circles said that France had 
been openly seeking Britain's tech- 
nical military collaboration, and indi- 
cated that she may get it. It would 
become operative, it was indicated, in 
the event Belgium is invaded. 

Excitement over the Anglo-French 
conversations has placed the forth- 
coming naval conference situation into 
the background.

NICE. France, July 6.—(P)—A 
shore leave of frolicksome American 
sailors tonight turned into a brawl] in 
which two were seriously hurt, 25 
were cut and bruised and 10 were ar- 


rested. 

James Kline. of the United 
States battleship Arkansas, shot 
through the neck by a policeman, is 
in a Nice hospital. One other Ameri- 
can, authorities said, was badly hurt. 

Several hundred sailors and Marines 
came ashore from the battleship Ar- 
kansas and Wyoming, which are in 
the harbor of Villefrance. 

Merry parties gathered in a dozen 
cafes. As the night advanced the par- 
ties became gayer. police reported, and 
fights broke out simultaneously in five 
different places. Police said the sail- 
ors broke crockery, tossed furniture 
about and fought among themselves 
and with Frenchmen. 

Kline was shot by Leon Curpy, chief 
of the surete police, who asserted he 
fired in self-defense. 

The chief said he went to the aid 
of a woman who was heing molested 
on the street. She was described as 
the wife of a prominent lawyer, whose 
name was withheld. 

Curpy said Kline sprang upon him.

Motorcade Sponsored by Atlanta Con- 
stitution, Savannah Morning News. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., July 6.—(P)—-< 
Dates for the ““Four Capitals” highwa 
motorcade from Atlanta to Savanna 
under auspices of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution and the Savannah Morning 
News were announced here today for 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday, Oc- 
tober 12, 13 and 14. 

By that date the whole of the route 
from Atlanta through Milledgeville 
and Louisville to Savannah will have 
been completed and a monster motor- 
cade will make the journey through 
what is also known as the “heart of 
Georgia” route. 

Cities and towns along the route 
through which the motorcade will run 
will include Atlanta, Covington, Madi- 
son, Eatonton, Milledgeville, Louis- 
ville, Swainsboro and Savannah, and 
motorists will join the motorcade from 
cities and towns which have paved 
spur roads running on to the “Four 
Capitals” route. 

Beautiful Route. 

This route, which traverses one of 
the most beautiful and productive 
sections of the state, will be the first 
hard-surfaced highway connecting At- 
Janta, the capital of the state, with 
Savannah, its chief seaport, and while 
long in building, will be given one 
of the most stupendous welcomes with 
a three-day celebration that the state 
has experienced.

A CITIES WILL GET 
CHEAPER POWER 


Alabama Municipalities 
To Sell Distribution Fa- 
cilities to TVA. 


NITRATE PLANT, Ala., July 6.) 


(P)—Four north.Alabama municipali- 
ties today had signified acceptance of 
the plan Advanced this morning by 
thé Tennessee Valley Authority to 
provide cheaper power immediately 
through purchase of existing electric 
distribution facilities. 

Decatur, Russelivile, Sheffield and 
Tuscumbia have announced through 
their officials, they would accept the 


proposal for the TVA to purchase ex- 
isting systems from the Alabama Pow- 
er Company, and immediately begin 
retailing power at regular TVA rates, 
plus 10 per cent. 

Courtland, Falkville, Hartselle, 
Moulton, Red Bay, Town Creek, Cher- 
okee and Leighton, included in the 
new TVA offer, have not acted, and 
Florence city officials have indicated 
they would not approve tha plan, since 
that municipality already has made 
arrangements to build a distribution 
system of its own for the sale of TVA 
power. 

Under the plan announced today by 
David E. Lillienthat. TVA director in 
charge of power, the TVA offered to 
purchase from the Alabama Power 
Company existing distribution sys- 
tems, improve them and sell them to 
the municipalities, to be paid for out 
of profits from the sale of power. 

Rates would be 10 per cent higher 
than the regular TVA rates, the addi- 
tional profits to be used in amortizing 
the debt incurred in the purchase. 
TVA experts estimated the mifnici- 
palities would liquidate the debts on 
such systems in 10 years. 

Earnings of the distribution plants 
during the brief period of TVA opera- 
tion would also be subtracted from the 
selling price to the municipalities at 
the time of the transfer of title. 

In conjunction with the sale of the 
systems to the municipalities, the elec- 
trie farm and home authority wopld 
engage in an intensive sales campaign 
for electric appliances at the rates 
available under the EHFA long-term 
financing plan. 

Lillienthal, in announcing the pro- 
gram, said the new proposal “permits 
almost immediate consummation of the 
wishes of the people of north Alabama 
as expressed in various elections, and 
puts into effect greatly reduced rates 
almost immediately.”

RAY FRANCIS DIES 
OF HEART ATTACK 


Patrolman, Stricken on 
Duty, Was Former Ma- 
jor League Pitcher. 


Ray Francis, 34, former big league 
and Sonthern association pitcher, 
dtopped dead Friday afternoon of a 
heart attack while on his first day 
of duty as a motorcycle policeman. 

Francis, who had’ been a member 
of the police department for two 


years, collapsed while talking to two 
other officers on Mitchell street near 
Haynes, and was dead before he could 
be taken to Grady hospital. : 

He had complained severa] times 
Friday of his heart and shortly after 
2 o'clock Friday afternon told his fel- 
low officers, J. B. King and A. B. 
McNaughton, that he was going to a 
drug store for medicine. He fell un- 
conscious before he could take it. 

Francis was a well-known figure 
in national baseball for a number of 
years. He formerly pitched for the 
Washington Senators. the New York 
Yankees and the D.troit Tigers, and 
played for several seasons in the 
Southern association. He pitched for 
the Atlanta Crackers and the Bir- 
mingham Barons, and in 1931 he play- 
ed in the Piedmont league. 

Since becoming a member of the po- 
lice department two years ago, Fran- 
cis had established a reputation as a 
fearless and efficient patrolman, his 
superior officers said of him Fridgy. 
He was wounded last year in a fight 
while attempting to arrest a negro 
and had just recovered from the in- 
jury., 

For the last year, Francis had been 
doing work at the police station and 
was unused to hard labor. King said 
Francis had just spent about 30 min- 
utes attempting to crank his motor- 
cyele and that he had hecome exhaust- 
ed by the exercise. He was stricken 
a few minutes later. 

Patrolmen King and McNaughton 
placed Francis in a car after his col- 
lapse but at Broad and Mitchell 
streets, another machine sideswiped 
the car, delaying it for a minute. Mc- 
Naughton was driving at the time and 
got out to investigate the accident. 
King continued to Grady with Fran- 
cis but the former ball player was 
pronounced dead upon arrival. 

The body was taken to the estab- 
lishment of Harry G. Poole, who will 
announce funeral arrangements. Fran- 
cis was married and resided at 753 
Hemphill avenue. 

In addition to his wife and daugh- 
ter, Nadine, he is survived by his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. James Francis, 
of Manghum, Okla., and two sisters

Plan Reported Under 
Consideration To Return 
to Industry the Task of 
Own Governing. 


NEW YORK, July 6.—(#)—The 
Roosevelt administration, it was re- 
ported tonight by an authoritative | 
source, is working on a plan to sup- 
plant the NRA with a strictly-regu- 
lated self-government for industry. 
Hugh 8S. Johnson, the recovery ad- 
ministrator, initiated such steps sey- 
eral weeks ago in a preliminary set- 
up given to President Roosevelt for 
study, e3 
Revisions were suggested. These 
are being made now for final consid- 
eration and approval of the president. 
The Associated Press could obtain 
no direct official government con- 
firmation tonight, but the source of 
the information is unusually close to 
the administration. This authority 
said the plan is almost certain to be 
effected. : 
As outlined to the Associated Press, 
the program provides for continuance 


of codes as a permanent feature of 
industrial life, 

Under these codes, pursuant to 
rules of conduct laid down by the 
federal government and_ supervised 
closely, industry would be given the 
chance to govern itself.

As each picture is passed, Breen, 
as code administrator. will place a 
“subtitle” following the main title 
declaring ‘that the picture has met all 
the requirements of the main code. 

Should Breen or his associates, fail 
to give a certificate to a picture, he 
explained, it may be submitted to the 
association’s board of directors—in- 
cluding the film company’s president— 
which alone bas the power of veto.

SAN FRANCISCO. July 6.—(2)— 
Under the muzzles of national guard 
machine guns and _  bayonet-tipped 
rifles, an appeal was issued today for 
a general strike of all union labor 
in San Francisco in protest against 
the shooting of waterfront pickets br 
police in yesterday's riot, and the 
use of state militia. 

The call was issued by the joint 
strike committee of 50, representing 
longshoremen and maritime unions 
after their ranks had paid tribute 
to the two men shot to death in yes- 
terday’s long hours of savage fighting 
betweén police and strikers. 

Immediately John O’Connell. presi- 
dent of the Central Labor Council, 
announced representatives of 120 
unions with a membership of 45,000 
would mect immediately to discuss 
the advisability of a complete walk- 
out. A two-thirds majority is re- 
quired to carry a genera! strike ques- 
tion. ae 
Labor Board Busy. 

At the same time President Roose- 
velt’s labor disputes board which thus 
far had worked in vain toward a 
peaceful settlement, issued a state 
ment again appealing to strikers and 
employers to submit to arbitration, 

The board said all unions involved 
had indicated their willingness to 
submit to arbitration “but subject to 
certain conditians,” and that the em- 
ployers had replied similarly: It add- 
ed, however, that the differences ex 
pressed in the varying conditions 
made it impossible to proceed and 
suggested the various factions allow 
the board members to decide the con- 
ditions upon which peace-making ef- 
forts could go ahead. 

“The board asks all parties to co- 
operate with us immediately to that 
end,” the statement concluded.

FDR. Policies Favored, 3-2, 
Literary Digest’s Poll Shows 


NEW YORK. July 7.—The final 
returns on the Literary Digest’s poll 
of public opinion on President Roose- 
velt’s acts and policies, on the whole, 
show today that three out of every five 
persons approve. 

Of the. poll taken in 48 states, Ver- 
mont was alone in registering disap- 
proval. This opinion was held by 
53 per cent of those balloting. 

The total number of votes cast was 
1,772,163, divided between 1,083,752 
for the genera] —- of the New 
Deal and 688,411 against them. 

On a ratio basis, the magazine 
found that President Roosevelt's pop- 
ularity had increased over the popu- 
lar vote of 1932 by 3.83 per cent. 

Compared to their balloting in 1932. 
459.338 of the poll voters indicated 
they had changed their minds about 
the president since the election. An 
analysis of the switching showed an 
average gain for the president in the 
48 states of 5.39 per cent. 

' The same analysis by the Literary 
Digest indicated that Mr. Roosevelt 
had incurred net losses of support 
among the voters in the poll in 20 
states and net gains in the other 28 
states. The larger losses were tallied 
in the southern and agricultural sec- 
tions, while the larger gains Were reg- 
istered in New England and eastern 
industrial states and the Pacific coast. 

The greatest switch from Roosevelt 
was shown in South Carolina, with 
California showing the greatest swing, 
over 14 per cent, to him. 

In six special polls conducted 
among bankers, the clergy, business- 
men, educators, Jawyers and physi- 
cians, all groups voted in favor of the 
New Deal with the exception of the 
bankers. 

The bankers voted 13,795 to 12.- 
528 against the general acts and poli- 
cies of the president. 

In the other groups the percentages 
in favor of the New Deal were: 
Clergy, 54 per cent: businessmen. 50 
per cent; educators, 67 per cent; law- 
yers, 53 per cent; and physicians, 
56 per cent. 

The special poll conducted among 
undergraduates of 17 colleges and uni- 
versities gave a majority of 64 per 
cent to the New Deal. In 1932 Mr. 
Hoover carried 13 of the same univer- 
sities. The recent poll showéd them 
all for Mr. Roosevelt now.

KEY WEST WORK 
LAUNCHED BY FERA 


Temporary Region Is Set 
Up and Administrator 
Is Appointed. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., July 6.— 
(UP)—The federal emergency relief 
administration this afternoon launched 
an emergency public works program in 
the city of Key West and Monroe 
county as an immediate alleviation of 
economic distress brought about by a 
shifting of industry. 

State FERA Administrator Julius 
F. Stone, after a conference with Gov- 
ernor Dave Sholtz, of Florida, an- 
nounced that the emergency program 
would consist of improvements in san- 
tation and waterworks and then a 
city and county-wide cleanup and 
paintup campaign, 

After the emergency program and 
further study of their problems, Ad- 
ministrator Stone and B. M. Duncan, 
state road department engineer, will 
work out a plan for permanent res- 
toration of the county to a self-sup- 
porting basis. 

Stone today set up a temporary 
FERA region consistins of Key West 
and Monroe county and appointed 
Duncan as administrator. 

The FERA will furnish building 
materials and affected citizens most 
of the labor, according to tentative 
plans. Stone suggested that citizens 
on relief rolls and on the self-support- 
ing programs might pay off delin- 
quent taxes by laboring on rehabilita- 
tion projects. He said provisions 
would be made to meet living needs 
of such laborers from relief funds. 

A shift of industry, including re- 
moval of the naval base, reductions in 
army personnel, removal of a cigar 
manufacturing concern employing 10,- 
000 persons, and re-routing from the 
city of trade routes—had put more 
than half of the city’s 12,000 popula- 
tion on direct relief rolls. 

An insight into the economic plight 
of the city government is revealed 
with the following figures: Bonded in- 
debtedness, $1.314.400; taxes, owed 
the city July 1, $1,060,651; cash on 
hand, $1,053; bills to be paid imme- 
diately, $49,195. 

A conference by financial experts 
will decide whether bondholders will 
consider a refunding plan. Studies 
will be made of all governmental de- 
partments with the idea of effecting 
economies. 

Administrator Stone and Governor 
Sholtz decided that there will be no 
interference with the functions of lo- 
cal government. The temporary FERA 
set-up will not take over the physical 
operation of the city and county. 

The city and county governments 
had yielded their legal rights in plac- 
ing themselves in charge of Governor 
Sholtz.

34,162 HOME OWNERS 


More Than $1,000,000,000 
Distributed by Loan Cor- 
poration, Report Shows. 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—(®)— 
Reviewing its first year's work, the 
Home Owners Loan Corporation said 
today it had disbursed more than 
$1,000,000,000 for the relief of 341,- 
162 home owners. 

Although the corporation has only 
$3,000,000,000 to loan its statement 
said 1,510,750 applications totaling 
$4,856,269.830 had been received. 

“A large proportion of those are in- 
eligible,” it added, “largely because 
many of the applications are not in 
genuine distress and such applications 
will be rejected as rapidly as investi- 
gation discloses the facts.” ! 

A total of 17,510 loans amounting 
to $51,911,690 was closed last week, 
bringing the aggregate to date to 
$1,027,991,565. The average loan was 
$3,013. More than 99 per cent of the 
transactions were said to bave been 
effected by exchange of fully guaran- 
teed home owners loan bonds for past- 
due mortgages, the balance represent- 
ing cash loans to take up arrearage of 
taxes and reconditioning. 

Twenty-two states obtained more 
than 5.000 loans each, Ohio leading 
with 38,557. Hawaii received 216. 
The 22 states are: Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, New York, Maryland, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Alabama, Florida, Geor- 
gia, Louisiana, Missouri, Illinois, In- 
diana, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, 
Kansas, Minnesota, Oklahoma, Texas, 
California and Washington.

STATE PRISON, FLORENCE, 
Ariz., July 6—(#)}—Two youthful 
brothers, convicted of murdering an 
aged prosecutor in a $25 holdup a 
year ago, were strapped side by side 
and put to death in Arizona’s new 
lethal gas chamber at dawn today— 
the first time in this country two 
condemned persons have been :execut- 
ed simultaneously by use of gas. 

The brothers, Manuel Hernandez, 
18, and Fred He dez, 19, were con- 
victed of murder Charles P. Wash- 
burn, Needles, Cal., prospector, near 
Casa Grande, Ariz.

WOMEN KILLERS. 
Two women are under sentence 
to be executed for the crime of 
murder. 


One of them, the mother of three 
children, is in Sing Sing, awaiting 
her doom; the other in a Los An- 
_ geles prison, with the noose not far 
off. 

The first was convicted two 
years ago of hiring two men to slay 
her husband, and all three were sen- 
tenced to death. Then came a se- 
ries of appeals, and final sentence, 
which was postponed by the gov- 
ernor when representations were 
made that there was new evidence 
in the case. When this alleged new 
evidence was presented to a court, 
the judge ruled that it was simply 
an apparent effort to prolong the 
case by securing a new trial. Now 
it would appear that only clemency 
on the part of the governor can 
save the woman and her accom- 
plices from paying the penalty for 
a cold-blooded murder. 

If the other woman is exécuted 
she will be the first woman to pay 
the extreme penalty in California. 
She killed her husband last March 
and the jury found her guilty with- 
out a recommendation for mercy; 
motion for a new trial was denied, 
but oral notice of an appeal was 
made, the woman's counsel claiming 
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land on this technicality a new trial 


Aside from the question 
whéther women should pay the ex- 
treme penalty for participating in, 
planning or committing a cold- 
blooded murder, there is here pre- 
sented the age-old practice of de- 
laying justice by appeals on tech- 
nicalities, trumped-up “new evi- 
dence,” and evasions of fact that 
pile up the cost of trials to the 
counties in which they are held. 

Justice is usually swift when the 
prisoner has no money, or his rela- 
tives and friends cannot raise funds 
to employ lawyers; so while it may 
appear that the attorney is leaving 
no stone unturned to save his 
client, he usually stops ‘“‘turning 
stones” when the cash gives out. — 

The law passed by the last con- 
gress authorizing the supreme court 
to revise the method of court pro- 
cedure will go far toward putting 
an end to efforts to save guilty per- 
sons through delays and technicali- 
ties. 


NO DRUNKEN POLICEMEN. 


During the past month six po- 
lice officers were dismissed for 
drunkenness and drinking while on 
duty. 

Since this action every possible 
pressure has been brought to bear 
upon the police committee to se- 
cure their reinstatement, but the 
members of that body have been 
adamant in refusing, for which 
stand they are worthy of the high- 
est commendation. They should 
have the support of every good cit- 
izen of the city. 

Some two months ago the com- 
mittee, whose members are Coun- 
cilmen G. Dan Bridges, chairman; 
Aubrey Milam, George B. Lyle, J. 
Raymond Curtis, and Alderman Far- 
ris J. Mitchell, took the position 
that a man who is armed with a 
billy, revolver and badge of author- 
ity, should not be unléashed on the 
public under the guise of a law en- 
forcement officer and then be per- 
mitted to drink liquor. 

They issued an edict that they 
were going to secure a “dry’’ police 
force and keep it so for all time. 
Every officer was fully warned, and 
those who were evenutally dis- 
charged received special attention 
in this respect. Apparently they 
believed their “political pull” was 
so strong that they could ignore or- 
ders and warnings. 

These men are off the force, and 
should stay off. To permit their 
reinstatement would simply be an 
acknowledgment that political fa- 
vorites may do as they please with- 
out dire conseMuences; whereas, if 
it be shown conclusively that no in- 
fluence is strong enough to get 
them back on the force, it will be 
a wholesome lesson that will not be 
lost on present or future members 
of the department. : 

A drunken policéman is a public 
menace, 

As a whole, Atlanta’s police force 
is as fine a body of officers as can 
bé found in any city in the United 
States; they are faithful to the trust 
imposed upon them, and do their 
duty well. 

The high standard of the force 
must not be smirched by a few 
who insist upon drinking while on 
duty, and Atlanta’s efficient police 
committee will see to it that it is 
not. 


NATION APPROVES “NEW DEAL.” 
The Literary Digest’s straw vote 
to ascertain if the nation approves 
or disapproves the administration’s 
New Deal has come to 2 close with 
a total of 1,772,163 ballots cast and 
counted. The results show that 
1,083,752 favor it, while 688,411 
are not pleased with it. 

That is a ratio of approximately 
3 to 2, and as in former polls taken 
by the Digest, is regarded as sum- 
ming up the attitude of the entire 
nation. 

Every state in the Union showed 
substantial. majorities in favor of 
the administration’s policies, with 
the exception of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont. The first two 
were in the Roosevelt column by 
narrow margins, while Vermont, the 
only state registering disapproval, 
did so by a vote of 3,459 to 2,992. 
A special poll was taken of bank- 
ers, clergymen, businessmen, edu- 
cators, lawyers and physicians. All 
voted for. the New Deal by sub- 
stantial majorities, with the excep- 
tion of the bankers, whose record 
was 13,795 against and 12,528 
favorable. 

Of 1,702,562 who voted in the 
1932 election, 459,338 indicated 
that they had changed their rm‘nds 
regarding Roosevelt since that time. 
The Literary Digest has conduct- 
ed several nation-wide polls on 
presidential elections, and a notable 
one on the repeal of prohibition. 
The forecasts by these polls have

Eugene Loewinson, the distinguish- 
ed Russian architect, brother of my 
dear friend, Joseph Loewinsohn, of At- 
lanta, has been selected by the soviet 
government to submit plans for a 
model city on the Murmansk coast, to 
be known as Novo-Murmansk. 

This is to be one of the seven model 
cities which the soviet government is 
planning to build during the next five 
years. Each of the cities is to house 
a population of 50,000. What M. 
Loewinsohn can do I have seen with 
my own eyes. For one of those splen- 
did new hospitals in Leningrad, the 
Prophylactorium, is his work, as well 


as the October-Hotel, right on that 
square opposite one of the railway 
stations, where the statue of Czar 
Alexander II by Prince Paul Trubet- 
skoye stands to this day. That hotel 
is one of the finest on the Huropean 
continent. : 

The cities which are to be built will 
be designed by a commission of inter- 
national architects, of which Mr. 
Loewinsohn will be the chairman. Le 
Corbusier, the famous Le Corbusier, 
of the receding skyscraper style, is to 
participate as well a& the no less fa- 
mous Dr. Berlage, the creator of those 
factories all made of glass, which you 
see here.and there in Holland and 
very much more in the soviet union. 

Professor Perrin, of the architec- 
tural academy in Paris, was lecturing 
on those new model cities in Russia 
at the Sorbonne the other day. One 
of them has been completed. It is 
a marvel, according to Dr. Perrin. 
He was very much impressed with it. 
But then nobody can escape being im- 
— with what is going on in 

ussia today. 

Some friends here and there gently 
chide me for what they call my en- 
thusiasm for the Russian experiment. 
They say I was led. by the nose and 
only shown what they wanted me to 
see over there. Of course, they pre- 
ferred showing me the good things. 
So would we do in their place. We 
don’t take visitors to see the slums 
of Paris or New York or Atlanta. 
We first show them the things we are 
proud of. As to judging the soviet exper- 
iment, it must be judged by what it 
is. Not by what is said about it five 
or six thousand miles away. That's 
my attitude. I have been over three 
times now and visited a different part 
every time. Late this summer I am 
going again. I would just as lief go 
to Japan or Spain, but in Japan they 
won't let me in. Why not? Ask the 
foreign minister. In Spain there is 
nothing to see, except, of course, the 
natural beauty of the landscape and 
the charm of the cities and villages.

No negotiations with France for a 
mew trade agreement under the ad- 
ministration’s new tariff bargaining 
program have yet been initiated. 

The United States has a weapon of 
retaliation in the new revenne act 
which permits imposition of 80 per 
cent taxes upon the nationals of any 
nation which discriminates against 
American firms in taxation. 

French double taxation program was 
instituted in 1872 but has never been 
enforced so that actually no American 
firms have as yet been forced to pay 
the excess taxes. Excluding taxes 
assessed which are not outlawed. by 
the statute of limitations, it was eati- 
mated that American firms would be 
required to pay approximately $2,000,- 
000,000 in back taxes if forced to 
meet the French law’s requirements. 

After a series of diplomatic discus- 
sions, France and the United States 
signed a treaty in 1982 under which 
American firms would have been ex- 
cluded from the double tax. The 
treaty was ratified by the United 
States senate the same year but does 
not become effective until ratified by 
both governments. 

Aside from protests based on broad 
principles of equity and commercial 
policy, the United States faces a diffi- 
cult task in securing the French gov- 
ernment’s approval of the treaty in 
the face of the French parliaments 
failure to ratify. 

Belgium and Italy have signed 
treaties with France under which their 
nationals are exempt from the double 
taxation, however, and administration 
officials predict it may be possible for 
this country to register a valid protest 
because of the discrimination against 
Americans, and the preferential treat- 
ment accorded the Belgians and Ital- 
ians.

The new brotherhood elected H. C. 

Kinney, of Sacramento, Cal... as its 
president, and J. I. McConnell, of To- 
peka, Kan., as its secretary-treasurer. 
Kinney is chairman of the Southern 
Pacific’s shopcraft unions and presi- 
dent of the allied independent rail- 
road labor organizations. 
Kinney said the brotherhood as now 
constituted represents about 125.000 
of the country’s. shop employes, which 
he estimated as totaling 310,000. He 
predicted 40 lines would participate 
when the brotherhood holds its first 
national convention, called today for 
September 4 in Chicago. 

Eastern, western and southern rail- 
roads were represented in the organi- 
zation which closed here today. They 
were: St. Louis & San Francisco; 
Wabash, Pennsylvania, Rock Island, 
St. Louis and Southwestern.

MUNICH, Germany, July 6.—() 
The names of two prominent figures 
of pre-nazi Germany were added today 
to the list of those Known to have 
been killed in Munich last Saturday 
ae yy total of known dead Reach- 
ed 21, . 

Fagmer Lieutenant Richard Scher- 
inger, well known personality in early 
days of the nazi movement, who later 
turned communist, was found dead 
near Dachau concentration camp, 
along with several other victims. — 

Karl Stuetzel, former minister of in- 
terior of Bavaria; who was turned out 
of office by the nazis, was another of 
those slain. 

Scheringer was one of the three 
reichswehr officers convicted of at- 
tempted treason in the famous trial 
at Leipzig in 1930 at which Adolf 
Hitler testified that “heads will! fall. 

The three young officers were sen- 
tenced to short prison terms, a verdict 
which Hitler, who had testified as 
to the aims of his movement, de- 
nounced at the time.) 

The total of 21 dead compared with 
seven officially announced and in- 
cluded three minor followers of Ernest 
Roehm, executed storm troop com- 
mander. 

Alexander Glaser, a lawyer, was 
shot down in the presence of his wife, 
it was learned, as he turned to reach 
for a hat.

Billy Winn, who has driven on the big brick oval at In- 
dianapolis, which is to the race drivers what Broadway is to the 
theatrical man, was in town yesterday, waiting for the Sunda 
drive at Lakewood. | 

Once I went around that brick oval at Indianapolis, 
two and a half miles of bouncing, jolting brick. A re- 
lief driver took me, spinning at more than 90 miles an 
hour, which is slow. This was in one of the old two- 
seaters which were not in use at the time. They had 

gone then for the little one-seaters, which look like a 

lot of painted beetles. 

On the turns it felt as tf the old heart and stomach were 
going on one way and the car was turning. 

“Gee,” said Winn, “you ought to go into a slide. 

That’s when the heart and lungs and stomach feel as 

if they are going in a lot of directions.” 

And I guess it does. The race drivers are in a sport which 
supplies thrills to thousands. And after all that is worthwhile. 
Thrills. Anything that temporarily changes the pattern of 
existence is worth while. There may be some of the reformers 
who would bar race driving because it provides a permanent 
“out” for some of the drivers. But so does the sale of guns. 
And swimming pools take an annual toll which exceeds the race 
tracks.

When one watches the cars sweep into the turn all 
the ruts of daily living are forgot. For the moment Mr.

Then the car 
came sliding back. I started in front and it bounded off the 
wall again and I had to switch back once more. I got through. 
You don’t really think. It’s instinct—gained by experience.”’ 

This was good enough but I wondered what a driver 
thinks about when he sees the wall coming up. 

“You don’t think,” said Winn. “You just keep fighting 
her because until you hit you have a chance. And so you fight 
her. And then if you smack maybe it won’t. hurt. . If it’s a 
wooden fence maybe a splinter won’t go through you. If it’s 
concrete maybe your head won’t hit it.” 

And what about a spin? 

“Well, I’ve had them spin within three feet ahead of me 
and missed him. It’s luck and instinct and maybe a little skill 
and experience.” 

: THE DESIRE FOR SPEED. 

One wonders where we got it—this liking for speed? Fast 
automobiles, fast planes, fast runners, fast horses—speed and 
still more speed. 

The old Cave Man ancestor, gnawing a bone in his 
cave, didn’t care about speed except, perhaps, when 
some monster of the Paleozoic era came after the bone. 
And then, I imagine, he could pick them up and put 
them down. | 
Perhaps he got caught a lot—that cave man ancestor of 

ours. And he spent a million years or so wishing he could run 
faster than anything else in the world. That may explain why 
we like speed and keep wanting to go faster. 

A plane traveling at 130 miles per hour gets tire- 
some. One wishes one could get where one’s going in 
a hurry. One hundred and thirty or even 160 miles 
an hour seems slow. 

We like speed. And fast automobiles are the most thrill- 
ing of all. We can stand at the fence and watch the drivers 
thumb a nose at the Old Man With the Scythe. That’s why we 
like it.

Move To Eject “Kingfish” 
From Legislative Halls

BATON ROUGE, La., July 6.—(7) 
“Kingfish” Huey P. Long just grin- 
ned today as the Louisiana legislature 
fretted and fumed and sought to chase 
him from the deliberative halls, only 
fo find itself pushing’ through his pet 
measures at-a breath-taking pace. 

Representative Rupert Peyton 
jumped up early today and heatedly 
served notice that he would invoke 
the rule to bar non-members from the 
floor of the house if Senator Long 
“and other notorious characters con- 
tinned lobbying among members.” 

Hardly had he finished his tirade 
against “his piscatorial majesty, the 
¢rawfish” before the house took up 
under Senator Long's direction one of 
his tax reform measures, an income 
tax levy, and passed it. 

Over in the senate, at the same 
time, that body was approving the 
“kingfish’s” bill to wrest control of 
the New Orleans police force from his 
arch-enemy, Mayor T. Semmes Walm- 
sley.

Do we now remember the details of 
Aristotle’s observations that led to 
fee’ dissertation on the creation of 
ie 

What killed, after all, the concept 
of life arising de novo from inorganic 
materials? If you will read the ex- 

riments of that complete scientist, 

uis Pasteur, you will find that not 
until the last century was this idea 
of life arising directly from inorganic 
materials given its déath blow. On 
the other hand, are we to accept the 
postulates that are quoted to every 
beginning zoology class in the world. 
the venerable “Imne vivum e vivo, re- 
stated by Lucretius as “Nothin from 
nothing ever yet was born?” ould 
we not ride with the pendulum of 
thought to another extreme? 

Let us continue to detail our obser- 
vations and experiments most care- 
fully. .Let us await the coming of 
another Darwin, remembering the. 
while that progress from Aristotle to 
Darwin was not very great after all, 
for the illustrious Greek anticipated 
the illustrious Darwin on_ several 
points, even as Democritus anticipated 
the atomic theory in antiquity. We 
are stil] in the dark ages of science, 
in the false dawn that precedes the 
actual light of day. Accustomed as 
we are to this dimness, it were better’ 
that other workers take our places be-| 
fore the light\breaks.

Liver in Gravy: , One pound beef | 
or pork liver, 2 tablespoons flour, 1 
teaspoon salt, 1-8 teaspoon pepper, 4 
tablespoons drippings, 3 cups hot wa- 
ter, 1 slice onion, minced. 

Sprinkle slices of liver with salt 
and pepper, dredge with flour, dip in 
milk and again in flour. Brown in 
drippings, then add hot water and 
rest of seasonings. Cover and simmer 
one hour. Remove meat, thicken the 
liquid in the pan, season, and pour 


over the liver. 


Corn Cake: One cup cornmeal, 3-4 


cup flour, 3 1-2 teaspoons baking 
powder, 1 teaspoon salt, 1-4 cup mo- 
lasses, 3-4 cup milk, 1 egg or 2 egg 
yolks, 1 tablespoon melted shortening. 

Mix and sift dry ingredients. Com- 
bine milk and molasses, beaten egg, 
and shortening. Add this to dry in- 
fresh or diluted evaporated milk, 1-2 
gredients, stirring only until mixed. 
Bake in a shallow buttered pan 20 
minutes in a hot oven. 

Creamy Rice Pudding: Four cups 
cup rice, 1-3 cup molasses, 1-2 tea- 
spoon salt, 1-2 teaspoon cinnamon, 1 
tablespoon butter. 

Wash rice, mix ingredients, pour 
into. buttered baking dish and bake 
3 hours in a slow oven, stirring three 
times during the first hour to prevent 
settling. At the last stirring add the 
butter. 

Apricot Whip: ‘Stir two cups of 
stewed apricots which have a little 
juice, through a sieve. Fold into the 
cold apri¢ot pulp the stiffly beaten 
whites of two eggs.

“Asteroid” is another name for 
‘nlanetoid”’ or “little planet.” About 
1,100 of them have been located, but 
some are so small that they never 
have been seen except on photographs 
taken through powerful telescopes. 
The first of them, known as “Ceres,” 
was discovered in 1801, and is the 
largest known, but it is only 480 
miles in diameter. 

Most of the little planets are be- 
tween Mars. and Jupiter, but some 
are a little closer to the earth than 
Mars and others are a little more dis- 
tant than Jupiter. It is believed that 
they are p bly parts of a broken. 
planet, or possibly of two planets 
which struck together in the far past. 

We cannot say whether or not 
there is life on any of the little plan- 
ets. They are so.tiny that they are 
hard to study. Some are only about

The Standard Statistics 
Company average for 60 domestic cor- 
porate issues advanced one-tenth of a 
point to 86. The turnover in govern- 
ment loans aggregated $3,500, con- 
trasted with $1,800,000 yesterday. 

While there was no special develop- 
ments in the day’s news calculated to 
influence price trends, brokers report- 
ed there was apparently a scarcity of 
high-grade bonds in the market and 
these could be purchased only by 
meeting offered prices. 

Among bonds that moved up with- 
in striking distance of their old highs 
were American Telephone 5%-2s, Ili- 
nois Steel 41-2s, Norfolk & Western 
consolidated 4s, and Union Pacific 4s. 
Included in the Treasury issues mak- 
ing new highs were the 41-4 and 
3 1-4s, the 3s of 1946-48, and Liber- 
ty 3 1-2s.

Responding to a Double.

U.S. Guards Plans for Removal 
Of Atlanta Prisoners to Island 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, July 6.—While 


officials of the department of justice 


today refused to reveal the identity of 
some 150 killers, gangsters and kid- 
napers, who will shortly be transfer- 
red from the Atlanta, Leavenworth 
and McNeil Island penitentiaries to 
the new federal prison on Alcatraz 
Island, Cal., it is known that a half- 
dozen or. more will be chosen from 
among the- more desperate characters 
now incarcerated at the Atlanta penal 
institution. Whether Al Capone, for- 
mer beer baron of Chicago and public 
enemy No. 1, who is now an inmate of 
the Atlanta penitentiary, will be 
among the transferees, remains a 
secret. 

Alcatraz. while not exactly a Devil’s 
Island, is considered as nearly escape- 
proof as any penal institution in the 
country and its comparative isolation 
on a sterile rock pile in San Francisco 
bay will, according to justice officials 
harbor the most unruly malefactor of 
law. and order that the courts may 
“send up” for safe-keeping. 

The California fortress-like prison 
will be turned over to federal authori- 
ties on July 20 and it is expected that 
all desperate characters selected for 
transfer will be en route to the Pa- 
cific coast shortly thereafter. 


Details To Be Withheld. 


To guard against possible rescue at- 
tempts, the names and time of trans- 
fer of all the prisoners will be known 
only to the attorney-general, Director 
of Prison Bates and wardens of the 
various federal penitentiaries affected, 
until the prisoners are securely locked 
in Alcatraz Island cells. 

During a talk on “Law and the New 
Deal” at a luncheon given here today 
in his honor by the National Press 
Club, Attorney-General Homer Cum- 
mitiges said that within a few days he 
would visit Alcatraz prison on an in- 
spection visit, “The conversion of that 


frowning old fortress into a place of 
confinement for prisoners of the retro- 
vert, or incorrigible criminal type,” he 
said, ‘‘was one of the first steps in our 
program to suppress crime. Beckoning 
in the harbor of San Francisco to in- 
veterate offenders, this prison seems to 
me a symbol of the implacable purpose 
of the federal government to perform 
its part in making this country a safer 
place in which to live.” 

Although no official confirmation 
could be had, it is understood that 
both Leavenworth, Kas., and McNeil 
Island. Wash., are entertaining more 
desperate criminals than Atlanta. The 
new federal prison at Lewisburg, Pa., 
which was recently opened, robbed At- 
Janta and Leavenworth of many arch 
desperadoés and intractable criminals, 
it was said. 

The warden of Alcatraz prison, J. 
A. Johnston, is a banker warden. At 
one time he was connected wg the 
American Trust Compan us ge San 
Francisco; was warden o Sen Quen- 
tin prison and later was chairman of 
the California state crime commission. 
He has a fine record for handling in- 
corrigibles and was placed in charge 
of Uncle Sam’s fortress prison because 
of his experience in understanding and 
taming men. Besides Atlanta, 
Leavenworth, Lewisburg and McNeil 
Island, federal penal institutions in- 
clude the New Orleans jail, indus- 
trial reformatory for men at Chilli- 
cothe, Ohio: industrial institution for 
women, Alderson, W. Va.; reforma- 
tory camp, Petersburg, Va.: corree- 
tional camp, Fort Custis, Va., and 
prison camps at Fayetteville (Fort 
Bragg), N. C.; Juncion City (Fort 
Riley), Kan.; DuPont, (Fort Lewis), 
Wash.; Montgomery (Maxwell field), 
Ala.; Southwest Reformatory for 
Young Men, El Reno, Okla... and de- 
tention farm for short-term prisoners, 
Milan, Mich.. and hospital for defec- 
tive delinquents, Springfield, Mo.

In announcing the appointment, a 
overnment official said that Mr. Mc- 

atton, who has been head of the 
horticultural division of the college 
since 1908, was “a fine gentleman and 
a scholar’ and was thoroughly fitted 
for the post. 

As manager, Mr. McHatton will 
work out details for the project and 
will. have charge of the 16,000-acre 
tract in the lower Piedmont section of 
Georgia which will be built with a

The project contemplates a back- 
to-the-farm movement in the establish- 
ment of units of 50 acres for each 
family, of which 30 acres would be 
arable and the remainder marginal 
and forest lands. 

The hundred families would thus 
take up 5,000 of the 16,000 acres, 
leaving 11,000 acres to be handled 
from a community standpoint or as 
cropping areas for the maintenance 
farms. 

Each farm is to be equipped with a 
residence, barn, hog house, poultry 
houses, farm machinery and animals 
to the value of $4,000. More than 
1,200 farm families have applied for 
accomodations, 

The plan includes eventful purchase 

y the tenants, but in the meantime 
4 will be a _ self-liquidating project 
to be liquidated within 30 years with 
an interest rate of 3 1-2 per cent.

GHOUL RING 1S BARED 
BY CHICAGO CORONER 


Undertakers Linked With 
Cemetery “Racket” in Ex-' 
pose of Syndicate. 


CHICAGO, July 6.—(UP)—Cook 
County Coroner Frank J. Walsh to- 
day exposed alleged operations of a 
syndicate of ghouls. 

Walsh charged that a powerful 
group of undertakers and allied rack- 
eteers are robbing the dead of their 
caskets and even burial clothing. The 
practice has been going on for years. 


The ghouls dig up newly-buried 
bodies, strip them of their clothing 
and rebury them wrapped in newspa- 
pers in cheap wooden boxes. Caskets 
and shrouds are returned to the un- 
dertaker. 

Profits from grave robbing amount 
to thousands of dollars annually, 
Walsh charges, intimating that the 
ghouls have “political connections” 
enabling them. to escape prosecution. 

Details of the case: 

“A hoodlum was murdered. The 
undertaker collected $325 in cash from 
the father. 

“When friends went to the ceme- 
tery they were told the young man 
had been buried at 8 a. m., ‘with no 
ceremonies at all.’ 

“The father, informed of this, had 
the body exhumed. They found it in 
a rough box, lying face down, wrap- 
ped in newspapers. 

“In another case, a body was ex- 
humed and found dressed only in 
threadbare golf knickers. The cost- 
ly casket had been replaced by an in- 
expensive wooden box.”
